It was not that ho 
had any grost animosity against foreigriers, 
but at the ssme time—(A yoice—~* You 
don’t like them’)—he liked his own coun- 
trymen “better. So far. ac good.’ There 
was another puint that had occupied a good 
doal of attention during thulast year. As 
they were aware, Dr Doberok gave somo 
lectures on typhoons—(A voice, ‘Heo is 
a y’ Inughter and ap- 
planse). They might also be-aware ‘that 
the Chamber of Commerce approached 
the Government to aco whothor any im- 


} provement could be made in the way of 


publishing moteorological information and 
atorm waruings in general for the benefit 
of the shipping community, 4 Commission 
wah appointed by the Government to go 
into the subject, and Bis Pxcellency had 
appointed him to bo  mombor of tho 
Commiasion. But a mistake was made in ap- 
pointing Dr Doberck as the chairman of tho 
Commission. It made the mestings rather 
awkward to soy the least of it, afd on ac- 
count of the attitude Dr Doberck took up 
the membors' were vbliged to resign their 
positions on the Commission. ‘That step 
was taken because the maimbers saw they 
could do no good as the Oimmission was 
then constituted. It would have been s 
waste of tims to goon an they wera doing 
at the first meetings. But the mat 
ter was not quite finished. Though 
the Commission was dissolved, the 
members had been asked to forumlate somo 
scheme under which the desired informa: 
tion might be disseminated. eir work, 
however, had been rendered the moro 
difficult by the failure of the Commission 
to como to any beneficial ‘finding, and os 
the members were busily engaged iu their 
ordinary duties thay had not been able to 
devote so much time to the subject as they 
would havo liked. Ho hoped that io a 
wook or so they would be able to havea 
meoting to aca what couldbe done. For 
his own part, he intended doing his best 
honestly and straightforwatdly to aid in 
improving the present’ method of issuing 
meteorological information, and mske it 
available not only for seamen, but for 
shipowners and insurance people generally 
{applause}. 4s they were aware the last 
me he spoke in thors rooms he ex- 
pressed tho opinion that there was room 
for s good deal of improvement, and 
hoSbelioved it was principally on account 
of what he then said that this Commis. 
sion was callsd into existenco. Captnio 
Tillett next roferred to a seties of papers 
read to the London Agsociatiun by Captain 
Blackmore on tho subject of better educa. 
tion in the mercantile marine. Ve did not 
agroe with all Oaptnin Blackmore said, 
but it was one of the signs of tho-times 
that great stress was laid on this axbject 
nowadays. They would all ogree with him 
that something should be done in this 
direction (hear. hear). But he had seen 
very many instances where ashipowner did 
not want an eduonted ofticor; many of 
them wanted ignorant offices—(Mr Mont. 
serrat—‘ They want cheap mon, sir’)—and 
he belioved that had done more than any- 
thing else to keep back oducation-in the 
mercantile marine, This was most marked 
on the rapid organisation of steam tonnage 
on the opening of the Suez (anal. Every- 
bady rushed into ‘steam,’ and a new class 
of shipowners sprung into axistence, who 
wanted somebody cheap to officor their 
ships. That had created 4 féeliug that 
‘there’ was ca necossity for bothering 
about edacation in the merantile marine 
if they could manage to poss their oxamin- 
ations and sooure ‘their certificaies, For 
the presont race of marine officers he did 
not suppose this question of better educa- 
tion would affvct them mach, but it would 
moat certainly offect the offlcers of the fu- 
ture, Bat one of tho problema that atruck 
him was this that it was all very fine ts 
talk about a xvod adacation and all that 
sort of thing, but if men were not to bo 
paid in relation to that higher education 
why should they go to the expense? If 


shipowners took the man who just managed 
to get his cottificate, where would be the 
benefit to tho educated marine officer} 
There was no extra value, as Captain 
Blackmore admitied, on the ‘extra master's 
cottificate ’ (A voica—' It ia a drawback in 
many cases’). That was ong of the crucial 
points that had to be taken into consider. 
ation in dealing with this agitation for better 
education, Jt was all very well to talk of 
Oulleges for the better education of marino 
oficera, but until inducoments wore held 
out to thom what was the tua of going to 
the additional expenditure? Several large 
Gres, it was true, did place some value on 
the hetter educ tion of its oficers—auch ‘as 
an the good mail steamers of the present 
day—but apenking gonorally shipowners did 
not place any value at all onthe education 
of their officers, All must recognise that 
it was a queslion of demand and supply—if 
there waa to ba no demand for bottorjedu- 
cated officers there would be no supply 
forthcoming, Taking the gercantile ma- 
rine generally ho quite admitted that there 
was and had been for a great many yeara a 
want of oducation. They wore not so far 
ahead as some of tho Scandinavian races 
with regard tolanguages, book-keeping, ship- 
ping law and things of that srt, and there 
was cortainly aneed for some improvement 
though he did not quite see how that could 
be brought about yet. En his conclu. 
jug remarks, Captain Tulett expressed tha 
hope. that.tho association would ‘hare a 
more prosperous existence in the coming 
year, and strongly advocatad tho reading 
of papers on professional subjocts by mem: 
bera of the aatociation. : =! 

After somo discussion it was.decided to 
abolish the general coramittes sud the bar 
committee, and to hand over thoir work to 
ganeral meetings of the tnambors to be held 
periodically.

think tay noble friond sald that the position 
aa’ to that question wae slfishoess, and an- 
other spenber said it wie selfishness, but 
it waa enlightened edlfichness, When 
J hear of classes being moved by selfishness 
1 sometimes ask what aro the classes that 
ara moved by altruism, by a purely generous 
regard for the intercets of others? I con- 
etently seo Great Britain abuadd in the 
Press of the Contitont—indeed I very 
seldom aco her praiscd—and the point upon 
which they always particularly dwell {6 
this—tho ‘selfishness,’ the extraordinary 
selfishness, of Groat Britain. While othor 
tations are pursuing, I doubt not— 
I do not for. a moment dispute it— 
high ond lofty - ideals, Great Britain 
is only intent on her own; and I remember 
& very humorous American paper taking this 
off with adatirable vivasity, It said, * Great 
Britain ie at her old game, pursaing her 
own selfish aims; white all the other nations 
of the world are pursuing the aime of others 
without tho slightest regard to the conse- 
quences.’ (Laughter and choers.) I bear 
the reproaches-to my mation with great equa- 
nimity, becauao [strongly suspect that if 
other nations were to undergo a course of 
self-examination it would be found that they 
gro pursuing their ioterests, and that if they 
weré governed by a statesman who guided 
them in o different diretion he would de- 
serve’ to be hanged with ‘short . shrift. 
(Laughter and cheors.) Therefore, when I 
hear that the working olssees-.are- pursuing 
a selfish course in a purtioular matter, I ask 
mysolf whether there js not some justifica- 
tion for that courae. IE the laboring olasses 
predominate ina particular State and~can 
only see in the influx of immigration tho 
lowering of their own wages and of theirown 
comforts, you cannot greatly blame them if 
they oppose that immigretion. It may be 
wrong from a politieo-eonomical point of 
view, but thay cannot ses tho eternal causes 
which guide humanity. ‘They see, however, 
that things are more comfortable for their 
own families by keeping other people out, and 
therefore they do ao. But I willeay, be 
coroful when you censure the working mao 
of the colonies for doing this that you may 
not have to pass, and rot so long hence, a 
similar censure on your owa., For 1 take it 
that if there is one cortsinty in the world it 
is this, that with the growth of emigration 
and with the continual olosing of States to 
the destitute emigrants of other countries, 
there is not a country in the world that will 
not have to cousider, and possibly to reeon~ 
sider, ita position in regard to pauper ir wi- 
gration, unless it wishes permanently tu de- 
grade the position and cundition of ite own 
working class, (Cheers) I will not deteia 
you longer, but will ask you, in one santence, 
to give a cordial vote of thanks to Lord 
Onslow for his paper. (Loud ohoers.) 


THE STORY OF THE WRECK OF 
THE NORMANRY. 
A TERRIDLE EXYERIENCE. 
in the Singapore Free Press of the 11th 
inst, we t.ke the following graphic account 
of the wreck of the Normanby :— 


By the Netherlands Iudies Government 
stesmor Indragiri last evening there arriv- 
ed Mr and Mra Harold Sewall, survivora 
from the wreck of the ill-fated Normanby, 
Mr Sewall, lurmerly United States Con- 
oul ot Samoa, held office during tho 
whole of the recent troubles there, resigned 
hia post on the occasion of his recent 
marriage, and is now on a wedding trip 
round} the world. Much sympsthy will 
therefore, bo felt with Mra Sewall, who bas 
boen so unforiunate at such a time as to 
loge all her belongings and to hsvo.come 
80 very near losing her lile. In an intere 
view “with our representative this morning 
Mr Sewall gave o detailed account of the 
circumstancea under which the Normanby 
waa lost. He said :— 

Iam travelling for plessuto around the 
world and knew nothing of the Normanby 
until E went on board at Manila on Tues- 
day, the 29th November, I had intended 
to take tho Spanish mail, but somo English 
friends of mina told me I would be more 
comfortable by this boat, as she wis an 
English-built boat, and the Oaptain hud 
his wife on beard, which I thought would 
make it more comfortable for my wife. I 
speot the most of my time in the interior 
of Manila, and did not return to Manils 
until the night before miling. Wo were 
told by the agents that she had superior 
accommodation for passengora, but found 
when on board that she was a cargo vesrel ; 
and that on her last trip out she had oar- 
ried cargo in tho saloon, She had origiv- 
ally been o passenger vessel. Thore 
wag no accommodation for passengets, 
and the food was poor, although th» Oap- 
tain tried to make us as comfortablo 
a8 he could. She seams to have been 
a doomed vessel from thestart, [learned 
that sho had been hurried away from 
Singapore by the agents here, tho captain 
not having hed tame to prepare her as she 
ought to havo been fitted for soa. The 
chronomoters had not been properly ad- 
justed, and the steoring apparatus was not 
in good order. When here in this port 
several of the crew and olficers had desor- 
ted before leaving. On the passage. From 
Singapore to Manila oue of her crow had 
jumped overboard, another had died and 
thesame misfortune seemed to attend heron 
the return voyage. On the first night ont 
@ fire occurred in the room of the firat 
officer, who was severely burat about the 
hands in extinguishing it. After being out 
for several days my wifes Japancee maid 
fell..and serorely injured herself, so much 
‘that we feared that she wight not recover 
fora time. Theengines. worked unevenly ; 
sometimes we wont nino or. ten kvots, and 
sometimes we could only got steam enough 
to carry her six or sevea knots. We ko far 
had been very hot. and the soa was tot 
particularly tough. The captain had de- 
cided to keep the sea bebind him by taking 
the Pablawan passage, snd in that way 
avoided the tolling of the ship. When off 
Borneo, Sarawak I think it was, the course 
was changed and tho ship headed across 
the Ohina Ses for Singapore. The ship 
then rolled. violently soverl times, rolling 
everything from the decks. The heat was 
so intense that, after the first night, 
my wife and:[ had taken np our quarters 
on the skylight: that we might have 
fresh sir and be'as cool ss possible. All 
this, of course, made us tery uncomfort- 
able.- On Monday we passed Victory Is- 
land, This was the last land made by the 
Coptain; es he informed mo a moment after 
the ship struck. Monday night he told 
me we would make tho Horsburgh Light 
about miduight, and be in Singapore

Ileft my wife 
and ran forward, where I met the Captain 
coming to his room on the after deck, and. 
hoard him tell his wife in Datch that the 
ahip was aground. Hoe then told me the 
seme, and said that he had no idda of his 
position ; and that the last pesition he bad ; 
-obtained. was Victory Jeland. Ho told mo 
that afterwatds in the course of the night. 
He further stated that we could do nothing 
then; that we would stay by the ship notil 
morning .and ‘then leave, went forward 
and found breakers.en both sides of us, 
aud Jand, or what ‘appeared to bo land, 
bohind the breakers. Tho opgines were 
reversed full apeed,.but they bad no effect, 
oxcopt to shake the ship violently. from 
stém tostorn. The boats on the starboard 
and port quarters aft were then swung out, 
but the copes seemed to work with difi- 
culty; end thero wes no_asignmont. to, 
these boats of mon, the captsin and mate 
seeming to pick their men wherever they 
could find. Both the captain and mata 
seomed to do their work very well. Tho. 
boats wore awung out and left there. ready 
for lowering. Stores were thon brought 
op on deck, and averything made ready for 
provisioning the boats, By this time the 
sea was beating heavily on- the starboard 
quarter, shakiog the abip. I thought that 
she was beginuing to list, and 1 feared that 
she would capsize in deep water. I urged 
the ‘captain and mato if they wished to 
stand by the ship that they should put the 
women into the boats so thst they at all 
events would be safo in: caso of tho 
ship capsizing. But they seenred to 
think that it was best to stsnd by the 
ship, and aid that ther was to 
water yet in tho ship; tliat thay‘ were 
aground forward, and that there was a little 
water to spars under tho stro. What 
caused the captain to abandon tho ship 
when he did finally I cannot say, but think 
it must have baen throvgh the forca 
of the sea on the starboard quarter, 
and the fact that the wator was 
then in the saloon and coming into the 
engine-room through the engine-room sky- 
light, facts which I have sinco learned of 
tha officers of the ship. Wehad been on 
the reef now for about an hour and o half. 
The Captain’s wife had packed up all her 
household articles ; and, in my opinion, it 
was vory largely due to several trunks 
which were pat iste tho Captain’s 
boat that the Captain later lost his 
life. Thea Mate told me that I was 
to go with my wife in his boat, The boats 
wero now lowered, and tho boats on the 
starboard side were brought, round under 
the shelter of the port-side whore the water 
was smoother and were provisioned. ‘Into 


the Captain’a boat wo put bis wife and 
child, and I put there also tho Japanese 
servant of my wife. The Captain’s boat 
owing to tho large trunks in it was very 
heavy. There wera threo boats alongside 
the ship, and the companion say lowered, 
the Captain's wife and child and the Japa- 
neze maid got into the Captain's boat, my 
wife in the first officar’a boat, and some 
cvolies in the carpenter's bont. When the 
Captain and mata were ready to leave I 
joined my wife in the mate's boat, and we 
werg then very near the stern of the ship, 
and my fear was that we should be over- 
‘turned befora we got hor off I called 
loudly to the mate to abandon the ship, 
aud come inte our boat, which he did 
shortly nfterwards, Thew therthroe boats 
shoved off. . : 


Tho mate oither beeausc our boat was 
short-banded or because thers wore some 
men.still left in the ship wont back again, 
and thus wo were the last’ bost to lowve, 
He got several mon off, but while we wore 
waiting we wore several times dashed vio- 
Tontly against tbe side of the ship and 
were in imminont dangor of espsizing.
